RADIOACTIVE BUGS 


Entomologists are planning new 
uses for radioactive insects sand in- 
secticides to find out how far and how 
fast insects fly, how insecticides kill 
insects and how some insects develope 
xesistance to certain insecticides. 
Since insects themselves do great 
damage and often carry diseases of 
humans, plants and animals, the 
knowledge of tow far they travel in 


a known time will help entomologists}. 


to devise more efficient methods of 
fnsect control. An igsect tagged with 
a radioisotope can be detected by a 
counting mechanism even when it is 
out of sight, such as under the bark 
of a tree or inside the stem of a 
plant. Similarly, a tagged inaecti-

insect’s body, nervous and digestive 
system and its final excretion from 
the insects body. Photographic plates 
and other detection devices will give 
progressive pictures of the penetra- 
tion or absorption of the insecticide. 
Radioisotopes are already being 
used to determine the abundance of 
insect infestation, This is done by 
releasing radioactive female insécts 
which lay radioactive but other nor- 
mal eggs. The ratio of radioactive to 
normal egg masses collected later 
gives a fair key to insect population 
in the area,

Prevent Grain Storage Losses 

A large part of this year’s grain 
crop will have to be farm stored. 
What a that farm granary of 
yours? ill-it provide good,. safe 
Brain storage? Poor storage facili- 
ties are usually the cause of spoiled 


rain. 

Some Practical Suggestions. Ac- 
cording to Canada’s grain storage 
experts, losses occur when insects, 
mites, or molds attack stored grain, 
causing it to heat and go out of 
condition. It is much easier to 
prevent such grain storage losses 
than to cure them. Some sugges- 
tions. (1) Repair that granary now.’ 
Check girders and joists for signs 
of weakness an?’ reinforce them 
where necessary.@ Repair roof and 
siding before bins are filled. to 
eliminate damage from rain or snow. 
-(2) If your granary has a wooden 
floor make sure it is above ground- 
moisture level; if it is of concrete, 
cover it with moisture-proof paper. 
(3) To prevent insect infestation, 

rticularly in old granaries, clean 

in walls and floor thoroughly. Then 
spray the inside walls and floor with 
one of the recommended “Pyrenone” 
type sprays. Follow manufacturer's 
directions carefully, Such sprays 
are safe and effective. They will kill 
insects, Rusty Grain Beetles for in- 
stance, hiding in cracks between 
boards or in tunnels in the wood, 
For added protection spray the out- 
side walls of the granary with a 5% 
DDT oil spray, but don’t use DDT 

_ on the inside wall of the granary. 

Store Dry—Keep Dry. Grain that 
remains uniformly dry will not spoil. 
Therefore, bin grain as dry as pos- 
sible. Don’t fill the bin too full— 

d ventilation is essential. Don’t 
forget that several small granaries 
are better than a large one for long- 
term storage. If tough, damp, or 
weed-infested grain must be stored, 
put it in small bins, examine it fre- 
quently, and market it first. Re- 
member too that sanitation is the 
cornerstone around which good grain 
storage is built. Do your best to 
keep out filth, dirt and other foreign 
materials, Protect your stored 
grain—it-pays! @ ., awe ae

Alkali Patches 
And How To 
Treat Them 


One of the most insidious problems 
with which a large number of the 
farmers of southwestern Manitoba 
contend is the increasing severity 
of alkali patches in cultivated fields. 

Experiments at the Experimental 
Farms indicate that both chemical 
fertilizers and barnyard manure give 
relatively higher response on these 
slightly saline patches than they do 
on the more fertile portions of the 
field. While these treatments~ are 
beneficial, they do not constitute a 
cure and it is Probable that many 
of these areas will become worse in 
the future, 

The fundamental cause of the ac- 
cumulation of these alkali salts at 
the surface of the soil, is the evapo- 
ration of salt-laden waters. The salts 
are dissolved in the water as it passes 
through the soil and are re-deposited 
at the surface when the moisture 
evaporates. 

The use of forage crops in rota- 
tions with cereal crops can do much 
to reduce the hazard of salinity be- 
cause forage crops assure that all 
water entering the-soil is used. A 
two- or three-year rotation of fallow

BY ARTIFICIAL RESPIRATION 
BACK PRESSURE-ARM LIFT METHOD 


EACH year many people are the victims of asphyxia. A few are 

saved because of the prompt action of some bystander. 
Asphyxia need not always be fatal and in an effort to save lives 
the Canadian Red Cross Society, First Aid-Swimming and Water 
Safety Servicé, has supplied the following information in regard 
to the newly adopted method of artificial respiration. 


If breathing stops because of elec- 
trocution, drowning, sedative poison- 
ing, “gas poisoning, suffocation, or 
poliomyelitis, start artificial respira- 
tion immediately. Don't delay—sec- 
onds count. As soon as possible, send 
someone for a physician. Have other 
helpers wrap victim in blankets, ap- 
ply artificial warmth, remove wet 
clothing and act as relief operators. 

The standard technique for the 
Back Pressure-Arm Lift method is as 
follows: 


Position of the Subject: a 


Compression Phase—2 seconds: 


Rock forwarg until the arms are 
approximately vertical and allow the 
weight of the upper part. of your 


victim’s arms on One Thousand and 
Three (and ‘through count) One 
Thousand and Four, on count One 
Thousand and Five lower victim's 
arms and place hands on his back 
ready for another pressure. The cycle 
should be repeated 12 times per min- 
ute at a steady uniform rate. The 
compression and expansion phases 
should occupy about equal time, the 
changing periods being of minimum 
duration.

- It: is all-important that artificiai 
respiration, when needed, be started 
quickly. There should be a slight ins. 
flination of the body, if possible, in 
such way that fluid drains better 
from the respiratory passage. The 
head of the subject should be extend- 
ed, not flexed forward, and the chin 
should not sag lest obstruction of 
the respiratory passages occur, A 
check should be made to ascertain

— Farmers 
and ranchers in the Beynon and 
Drumheller districts have been warn- 
ed that a skunk and porcupine—un- 
less they have since died of rabies 
inflicted by a fox—are still loose in 
the area and a menace to livestock 
and other domestic animals. 

The fox was beaten to death with 
an iron bar by Joe Shaft on his farm 
three miles north of Beynon after 
the animal attacked a large dog. The 
dog apparently escaped rabies infec-

said he has warned farmers and 
ranchers to be on the alert for other 
rabies-infected animals in the area.

Practices Urged 


REGINA—The increasing need 
for safe farm practices is empha- 
sized by figures on 1952 farm 
deaths reported by the Division 
of Health Education, Saskatche- 
wan Department. ~ of Public 
Health. 

According to a survey of accidental 
deaths in Saskatchewan conducted by 
the Research and Statistics Division, 
104 farm residents died in mishaps 
occurring in farm homes, farm yards 
and in the fields last year.*This rep- 
resents,an increase of 30 farm deaths 
compared with the previous year, 

The survey, carried out in connecr 
tion with the provincial department's 
Home and Farm Safety Program, re- 
vealed that 49 per cent. of all acci- 
dental deaths in the province in 1952 
occurred in Saskatchewan homes, 
both urban and rural, and on Sask- 
atchewan farms. 

As in 1951, tractor accidents con- 
tinued to head the list witha total 
of 30 farm persons killed. Of these 


13 deaths occurred in tractor upsets 


and five persons were run over, The 


remaining fatal tractor accidents in- 
volved persons thrown off and pin- 


ned under tractors, gasoline explo- 


sions and mishaps with power take- 


offs.

Watch Those Weeds 


Weeds in Western Canada have 
really had a “field day” in 1063. 
Many cropped fields were too” wet 
to carry spray equipment in the 
Spring while many summerfallow 
fields were too wet to work until 
late in the season. -As a result, 
weeds have increased tremendously 
and will be, no doubt, a serious 
problem over the next few years. 

Weed Seed Storage & Trane- 
portation. Grain storage and trans- 
portation facilities will be taxed to 
their limit this year. On an average 
year some 200 trainloads of 55 cars 
each are required to handle Weed 
seeds from Western Canada. Any 
increase in this amount simply 
causes an additional strain on stor- 
age and transportation facilities. 

ere are more weeds in thig year’s 
crop. More care, therefore, will be 
required in harvesting in order to 
prevent an increase in weed seeds 
in commercial grain and to prevent 
weed seeds being returned to the 


soil, 

Watch the Combine. A 
deal can be. done this Fall to 
counteract the weed increase. Care 
should be taken to collect and de- - 


stroy as many w as pos- 
sible durin ifeihaty A recleaner 
on the combine could be worth its 
weight in gold this year. 

‘all Cultivation. If time and 
weather permits Fall cultivation 
could aleo work wonders in combat- 
ing the present menace. Shallow 
cultivation as soon as possible after 
combining would encourage many 
annual weed ls to germinate.
